• POLITICAL SPIES. 

They Are Quite Common AM Over the 
Continent of Europe. 

On the continent of Europe it is quite 
a common thing for royal personages 
to be subjected to espionage, mainly, 
of course, for political reasons. 

In France, Spain, Russia, Germany 
and Austria the practice obtains. At 
one time during the ceign of Napoleon 
111 . a small army of political spies was 
engaged In watching royal subjects. In 
f:icr, the vigilance of the different par- 
ties was so great that there were three 
or four distinct sec ret services. The 
emperor had bis; the empress had hers; 
the government and the republicans 
respectively had theirs— all employed 
to watch tlie other parties and their 
spies. 

Moreover. Bismarck had his spy over 
the emperor. 80 that France was over- 
ridden by spies, the most important, 
however, being Bismarck’s, to whom 
tlie war was indeed to a great extent 
due. 

This secret service agent was a Ger- 
man doctor, whose advice the unfortu- 
nate' emperor even preferred to that of 
his own court physicians, aud thus 
Bismarck knew even better than Na- 
poleon the real state of the latter’s 
health, which was, of course, a very 
Important factor in the political situa- 
tion at those times. -Pearson’s Weekly.

Not all the mahogany which we see 
iu use today exhibited as an heirloom 
is the real antique it is said to be, for 
heirlooms may be made to order, and 
even a furniture connoisseur will have 
difficulty iu detecting the difference. 

Most people think of mahogany as a 
deep red, while, iu fact, when new it is 
a light color without stain, and when 
treated with colorless liquids it be- 
comes a golden shade. This darkens 
with age, and at present all the genu- 
ine mahogany which we see must have 
attained its dark hue through centuries 
of use. It is about the most expensive 
of the woods in general use# but Cir- 
cassian walnut is valued even higher. 

Birdseye maple is next, a costly mate- 
rial on account of the great difficulty 
in treating it. Its grain is perhaps the 
most eccentric of all the various styles, 
and consequently its working dip and 
its lasting qualities are rather uncer- 
tain. The differences iu grain make 
differences iu its density and hence its
